Only 3 Votes Seen 
Certain For Key 
'Consent" Action 


Leaders of the Route 23 bypass 
plan, openly discouraged with their 
lack of progress through 
s e m i ­ 
hushed negotiations, issued a pub­ 
lic demand Wednesday for C i t y 
, t ’ouncil to “ follow the wishes of 
the community.” 
The 
bristling 
announcement 
came as the re routing proposal 
neared the latest in a series of 
showdowns. It was recently dis­ 
closed that an ordinance now be­ 
fore Council offers bypass follow­ 
ers their most promising chance 
since the controversy began. 
Officials of the state highways 
department have said the measure 
^-giving the city’s “ consent” f o r 
the bypass—would receive “ v e r y 
favorable consideration” if it wins 
final approval in Circleville. Both 
sides in the controversy had appar­ 
ently underestimated the ordinance 
previously, and it will he up for 
final reading when the lawmakers 
assemble next Tuesday night. 
Efforts to line up support f o r 
Tuesday night’s voting led Council* 
man Richard Penn to issue the 
public appeal.

But it generally includes op­ 
position to what some Midwestern­ 
ers call “ foreign giveaw ays” and 
“ Eastern 
internationalism.”

labeled the amendment backers as 
the “ Old Guard ' of the GOP. This 
identical term was used throughout 
the last presidential campaign by 
the Democrats. And the New York 
Times campaigned for Eisenhower. 
Republicans from the plains area 
boast their party is strongest in 
the Midwest. But they haven’t had 
much 
luck 
naming 
presidential 
candidates in modern times. They 
probably would have even less luck 
opposing Eisenhower, if he 
runs 
again. But if Eisenhower doesn’t, 
Bricker’s

would be a chance for him.

steps today to tighten

paign against incompetent drivers. 
Director U. C. Felly said police 
and sheriff’s departments are be­ 
ing asked to jo;u in the drive to 
remove incompetent drivers from 
highways, roads and streets. 
H ere’s what the department pro­ 
poses to do: 
In the past only state highway 
patrolmen have been citing motor­ 
ists as incompetent drivers on spe­ 
cial forms. These forms are sub- ' 
mitted to the registrar of motor 
vehicles. Now the forms are to be 
furnished to police 
and 
sheriffs’ j 
departments for their use. 
Motorists cited 
as incompetent 
on the .special forms may be order­ 
ed by the registrar to take a new • 
driver’s exam inat;on. Under pres- j 
ent regulations the drivers can sub­ 
mit to the new examination im ­ 
mediately. 
There is no provision to stop a 
driver cited 
as

lowing for water absorbed by the 
grounds, that’s tile equivalent of 
41 seven - ounce cups or 51 five- 
ounce cups. 
“ We figure thai with cream and 
sugar, labor 
and 
breakage, 
it 
should cost a restaurant about 3 
cents a cup. So at a dime, it’s m ak­ 
ing a good American profit.” 
A leading roarter fears cafes will 
start diluting coffee. 
“ Some of them get 70 cups to 
a pound now,” this source said. 
“ We d rather see them serve a 
smaller cup than dilute it. The last 
impression a customer gets in a 
restaurant is made by the coffee 
he has.”

Editor’s Note: Following is an­

can save money. 


WASHINGTON Ufr-You 
do 
not 
have to pay income tax on all the 
* money you earn. The law provides 
deductions for expenses 
and 
ex­ 
emptions of $600 each for most p er­ 
sons, including yourself, who live 
off your income. Together, they 
are a kind of nontaxed living al­ 
lowance. 
There are two kinds of deduc­ 
tions. 
First, there are business expen­ 
ses. You take most, but not always 
.f a ll of these out of your income to 
find your adjusted gross income. 
Second come personal deductions 
which you subtract from your ad­ 
justed gross income to find your 
net income. (Then 
.*ou 
subtract 
your exemptions to find your net 
taxable income.) 
There are three main kinds of 
business expense. 
1. You may deduct all the “ ordi­ 
nary and necessary” expenses of 
Q)any business you operate, or of 
your trade or profession. You re ­ 
port them on a .special form call­ 
ed “ Schedule C” which you can get 
from post office or bank. Then you 
summarize them on Page 2, Form 
1040. 
2. An employe may deduct cost 
of meals and lodgings when he is 
away from home on his employer’s

There is a technical gimmick in 
putting such expenses on the tax 
form. You must add to your in­ 
come what your employer repaid 
you for such expenses. Then you 
deduct the actual expenses wheth­ 
er more or less than what was re ­ 
paid. 
3. Other expenses like journals, 
magazines and business entertain­ 
ment costs may be deducted to the 
extent that your 
employer 
pays 
them back to you. (If they are not 
paid back they may be deducted 
as personal expenses.) 
The add and subtract rules ap­ 
ply here as with transport costs, 
with this difference: You may de­ 
duct from your income only the 
amount repaid to you, not more. 
In addition, you can deduct ex­ 
penses connected 
with 
property 
from which you get rent and cap­ 
ital losses up to $1,000, except that 
a loss .a selling your home does 
not count. It is not deductible. 
You can make all such deduc­ 
tions and still use short Form 1040. 
Then come the personal deduc­ 
tions. 
On Page 3 of Form 1040 are list­ 
ed six headings under which per­ 
sonal expenses can be 
itemized. 
! You can ignore 
itemization 
and 
take the standard IO per cent. But 
that is limited to $500 for m arried 
people who file separately and $1,- 
000 for others or joint returns. 
If your 
itemized 
personal 
ex­ 
penses are larger than IO per cent 
you can save money. This will add 
a few steps in figuring your tax. 
Here are the 
main 
authorized 
personal deductions: 
Most 
nonfederal 
taxes: 
fire 
storm and theft losses; what you 
give religious and charitable or­ 
ganizations; 
interest 
payments; 
medical bills above 5 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income up to 
specified limits given 
in the in­ 
structions (if you are over 65 you 
get all medical costs up to the dol­ 
lar limits); group hospitalization 
prem ium s; alimony 
or 
separate 
maintenance ordered by a court; 
union dues. Expenses repaid by in­ 
surance are not deductible. 
(Tomorrow: Your Exemptions.)

W ALL S T R E E T , once the giant of A m er­ 


ican finance and unerring forecaster of 


business conditions but now overshadowed 


by government operations, has an interest­ 
ing and probably quite realistic point of 
view about the future. 
E xp erts on the 
Street say a turn will com e this year and 
it will be for the better. 
The Wall Street view is that the upturn 
m a y com e quite early in the year, and by 
the last half of the year at the latest. 
“ This m arket (for corporation shares) 
is resting squarely on its bottom,” is the 
prevailing opinion. “ The federal govern­ 
m ent is encouraging business through tax 
concessions and other policies. When the 
factors are understood, the m arket w i l l 
really get going.” 
If Wall Street generates a boom in stock 
quotations, its effects will be far-reaching. 
Wall Street observers are not in the habit 
of kidding them selves— their welfare de­ 
pends upon an accu rate a p p r a i s a l of 
trends. 
A Wall Street boom in quotations could 
go far when accom panied by the new pol­ 
icy of selling shares to investors on t h e 
partial paym ent plan. All a small investor 
need do is sign up, pony up a small down 
paym ent and then complete the tran sac­ 
tion on long term credit 
like 
buying 
a 
house or automobile. 
Should that plan catch on with millions 
of A m ericans, daily Wall Street tran sac­ 
tions might get back into the multi-million 
sh are class, with the m arket boiling in a 
m an n er reminiscent of the delirious twen­ 
ties. 


SC IEN C E AND T R A F F IC 
IN AN E F F O R T to reduce the appalling 
num ber of highway deaths a board of sci­ 
entists has been called upon to analyze 
automobile traffic and to ascertain, if pos­ 
sible, what conditions are responsible for 
m otoring accidents. 
Known causes, supported by past stu­ 
dies, are speed, liquor, fatigue and what 
has been diagnosed as road hypnosis. But 
there are undoubtedly other causes. It will 
be the purpose of these scientists, operat­ 
ing under sponsorship of the ll. S. High­ 
w ay R esearch Board, to discover other 
factors. 
As scientists usually do, they have com e 
up with an assortm ent of big words which 
m ean little to the man behind the wheel of 
an automobile. They do say. however, they 
have discovered a common fault—driving 
too far in a single day, and too fast be­ 
cause of an ambitious objective. The 
re ­ 
sult is fatigue which, in turn, lessens the 
m ental and bodily reactions of the driver. 
If an objective has been reached ahead of 
schedule, m any drivers continue on, r e ­ 
gardless of the fact they already are worn 
out. 
Science can aid in solving the problem 
of automobile accidents. But the plain, un­ 
scientific facts are that speed, fatigue and 
liquor are the principal causes of traffic 
deaths. There are others, but they are mi­ 
nor in importance. 


An effort is being made to give the im­ 


pression that it is the object of the Eisen- 
■J 
hower Administration to soak the Ameri­ 


can farm er. Nothing can be further from 


the truth. Such a policy would be disas­ 


trous, would produce an economic reces­ 


sion of important dimensions, and would 


be politically inept. 


What, it seems to me, the Eisenhower 


Administration is trying to do is to inte­ 


grate the farm policy into a general eco­ 


nomic program designed 
to restore 
the 


American dollar to its proper value in pur­ 


chasing power without damaging any ele­ 


ment in the population. 


To a Senator or Representative, up for 
election, the pressure of the m oment is al­ 
ways the prevailing attitude of his c o n- 
stituency. And that prevailing opinion 
is 
often determined by the most aggressive 
of the various organizations interested in 
a particular field. 
Sometimes a Senator or a 
R epresenta­ 
tive can be forced, by local conditions, to 
straddle an issue to avoid, if possible, 
a 
struggle with his various local interests, 
which m ay be numerous and conflicting 
even in a 
single Congressional district; 
other times, he has to straddle between his 
own conscience and the various pressure 
groups. No m atter what the great minds 
m ay say about vast national interests, a 
Representative is constitutionally a local 
official, speaking for his constituency; 
a 
Senator represents his state. 
The President is not faced, or need he 
be, by such pressures. If a President is of 
sufficient moral stature, he can go to the 
whole people, speaking to them by 
radio 
and television, and telling the whole story 
from the standpoint of the national inter­ 
est. He can set forth a national, not a lo­ 
cal program . He can elevate the morale 
of the nation. 
This country is at the moment fortunate 
in its Secretary .of Agriculture. E zra Taft 
Benson, an unusually devout 
person, 
in­ 
capable by training and tradition to com ­ 
promise a m oral issue. His reorganization 
of the Departm ent of Agriculture 
repre­ 
sents a moral rather than a political atti­ 
tude. Such a departm ent should 
function 
for the nation and not in the interests of a 
wasteful and narrow, intrenched bureauc­ 
racy. 
On the question of 'price supports, 
the 
inevitable disagreement must exist among 
city consumers of farm products, l a r g e 
scale producers and 
m arginal producers 
who are not likely to see the sam e prob­ 
lem in the sam e way. Ours is a country of 
diverse and special interests in conflict for 
an increasing share of the earned dollar. 
A government departm ent such as the 
Departm ent of Agriculture, while 
recog­ 
nizing the just rights 
of 
each 
separate 
group, can only he of service to the coun­ 
try when it adds to its specialized function 
a relationship to the total national econ­ 
omy. It cannot isolate itself. 
The 
Presi­ 
dent, if he does not debase his o f f i c e , 
should add to this national purpose t h e 
long view of continuing national interest.

Inhalation of Foreign Bodies 
Demands Immediate Treatment

O U R resp iratory system s were 
m ad e for air, bu t n o t for the 
m an y foreign o b je c ts th a t m any 
ch ild ren and ad u lts in h a le . T his 
fo reign body in h a la tio n is usually 
cau sed by b reath in g in forcibly 
w hile holding so m eth in g in th e 
m outh. 
T h is m ay be a co in , a toy, a 
p ean u t, som e p a rticle of food or 
an y o th er such o b je c t. It happens 
usually when a ch ild a tte m p ts to 
cough, sneeze, or lau g h , or even 
follow ing a fa ll. W hen th is m a­ 
te ria l is inhaled in to th e resp ira­ 
tory system , th e ch ild begins to 
ch oke and cry, an d th u s m ay 
fu rth e r in crease th e sym ptom s. 
D anger of C hoking 
T h e 
first lo ca tio n 
a 
foreign 
body reach es is th e lary n x or 
voice box. W hen it re a ch e s th is 
spot of th e re sp ira tio n tra c t, it 
cau ses severe episodes o f cou gh­ 
in g , and th e ch ild usually be­ 
com es so sh o rt of b re a th th a t he 
m ay alm ost su ffo ca te . In m any 
In sta n ces, th e o b je c t is dislodged, 
an d th e person c a n th e n b reath e 
ad equ ately, l f th e o b je ct is not 
dislodged, the v ictim c a n sudden­ 
ly choke to d eath . 
M ay Cause In fe ctio n 
T h e sm aller o b je c ts will pass 


on in to the tubes leading to th e 
a ir sacs of th e hung and m ay 
cause severe in fectio n . B efore a t­ 
tem pting to rem ove th e o b je c t 
th e physician will try to locate It 
w ith an in stru m en t know n as a 
bronchoscope. M any of th ese ob­ 
je c ts will not show up on X -ra y . 
F or exam ple, a very com m on sub­ 
sta n ce th a t can g et in to th e lung 
system of ch ild ren is a peanu t, 
and it Is one of th e m any item s 
th a t can n o t be seen on X -ra y . 
If any child is suspected of h av ­ 
ing inhaled a foreign su b stan ce, 
he should be rushed to a p h ysi- 
{ d a n im m ediately in order th a t it 
can be removed b efo re it is too 
la te to help.

M rs. T. V.: My son h as never 
been im m unized a g a in st lockjaw .

NEW YORK (J*) - Have you 
b-^en Livited to be a television 
actor yet? 
No? Well, don’t give up hope. 
In video everybody 
is 
getting 
into the act. If they got around 
to me, they'll get around to you. 
I made my first professional 
TV debut Sunday, and if I didn't 
immediately become a bright liv­ 
ing legend in the theater it’s not 
my fault. They switched roles on 
me. I was nosed out by a bronze 
bust of Hamlet. 
The play was “ King Richard 
II,” written by William Shakes­ 
peare, or, as we in that enchant­ 
ed world behind 
the footlights 
prefer to call him, “ The B ard.” 
It starred Maurice Evans and 
Sarah Churchill and was present­ 
ed at a cost of $175,000—more 
cash than Shakespeare saw in 
his lifetime. 
When I was first asked to join 
the cast. I was careful to inquire 
what part I would play. 
“ You play the corpse of King 
Richar I ii. the final death scene,” 
the agent said. 
“ You 
just 
lie 
there in a coffin with a mask 
over your face, 
It did sound good. And playing 
a corpse with a m ask over your 
face wjuld bring out the B arry­ 
more in any actor. 
But when I went to the rehear­ 
sal I found the Nans had been 
changed. 
‘ When Evans played Hamlet 
on 
television 
last 
year, 
the 
corpse fluttered his eyelids and 
the cam era caught it,” a direc­ 
tor said. 
I promised on my honor not to 
breathe for five minutes before 
the last scene until five minutes 
after it was over, but the direc­ 
tor said: 
“ We 
can’t 
take 
a 
chance. 
We’ve given the corpse role to a 
bronze bust of Maurice playing 
Hamlet. The bust has been made 
lip with greasepaint and hair to 
look like King Richard, and we 
feel pretty sure it won’t flutter 
its eyes.” 
When I asked where that left 
me, he said: 
“ Most actors start their c a r­ 
eers as offstage 
noises. 
We’ll 
start you as an onstage silence. 
You’ll be a lord at the court. 
You don't say anything. You just 
stand there and look as sober as 
an old English lord.” 
I shared my debut with three 
other newcomers to the theater, 
two hounds named Nicholas and 
Lisa and a horse called Southern 
Comfort. 
Lisa was so nervous she had a 
stomach upset just 
before 
her 
entrance. But Lien she straight­ 
ened up like the game little trou­ 
per she is. 
“ Good luck, kids,” I whisper­ 
ed. They trotted out and cam e 
back a few minutes later, w ag­ 


ging their tails like veteran act­ 
ors. 
Sold em 
Comfort 
also 
did 
about as fine a job of acting as 
any horse I can rem em ber off­ 
hand, but when his groom led 
him back he said: 
“ Look at that horse’s knees. 
He's still shaking like a leaf.” 
Southern tried to bite him. 
I was on during the first and 
last scene. I stood so still that af­ 
ter the first scene ended one ot 
the prop men started 
to 
pick 
me up, then 
dropped 
me, 
ex­ 
claiming, “ are you alive?” Quite 
a tribute to my acting, I thought. 
Just before 
the 
final 
death 
scene I whispered to an actor. 
“ Will it be all right if I wave 
goodby ■4 the king's corpse when 
they c % 
him out? It’ll make 
the seem: look less com ber.” 
“ lf you even so much as twitch 
your nose,” he hissed back, “ the 
director will cut your heart out 
and put you In that coffin for 
good.” 
So I stood as still as a waiter 
while they carried the made-up 
bronze bust offstage. I must say 
that bust played the role of a 
corose to the hilt.

have been much more dead-like. 
Later Evans threw 
a 
cham ­ 
pagne party 
for 
the 
cast. 
As 
Southern Comfort didn’t care for 
champagne, 
and 
Nicholas and 
l^sa were too young for 
it,

home feeling better—feeling, in 
les, until they carry you off. It s 
a tremendous exit.”

government checks could be worth­ 
less. as has happened in o t h e r 
countries. 
When the value of the American 
dollar depreciated to 53 cents, a 
warning was given to all sectors of 
the population that a perilous in­ 
flationary m ovem ent was develop­ 
ing. So far, the 
Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration has arrested the in- ; 
flationarv m ovem ent; it has n o t ! 
succeeded in restoring the value of 
the dollar, nor will it ever succeed 
until it can reduce government ex- I 
penditures, one of which is 
t h e 
various subsidies which it pays out i 
to maintain prices not only 
f o r 
farmers 
but 
for 
manufactured i 
goods, shipping, etc. 
The entire structure of such sup- I 
ports needs to be rationalized, sup­ 
porting what cannot otherwise en­ 
dure. lessening support, limiting or 
withdrawing support wherever pos­ 
sible. The flexible farm support 
program is not anti-farmer: it is 
beneficial to all Americans, includ- [ 
ing farm ers who cannot prosper 1 
when products, like butter, are out- I 
priced competitively. 
It gives the government a range 
of operations in an inflationary pe- ; 
riod which 
actually benefits no­ 
body. The problem 
needs to be 
viewed in broad term s if there is , 
not to be a revolt by city f o l k s 1 
against the high prices they pay 
for their food in addition to high 
taxes. And the city folks can have 
the votes if they get excited. 
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The first

Emerging from his semi-seclu­ 
sion of recent years, Lindbergh last 
night addressed more than 2.000 
members and guests of the In­ 
stitute of the Aeronautical Sci­ 
ences at a dinner at the Astor 
Hotel. 
The famed flier spoke not so 
much of scientific developments 
as of what science is doing to 
mankind. 
He received the Daniel Guggen­ 
heim Award for 1953, for “ pioneer­ 
ing achievements in flight and air 
navigation.” The award was pre­ 
sented by industrialist Harry Gug­ 
genheim. 
Lindbergh, in his philosophical 
discourse, declared:

“ To date, the results of science 
have been primarilv materialistic. 
We have measured success by our 
I products rather than by ourselves.” 
Lindbergh, who will he 52 next 
week, said in his talk that early 
enthusiasm over the discoveries of 
! science and the conquest of the 
air “ blinded us to natural laws 
I which govern the conduct of men.” 


“ In recent years, we in America 
have spent an alarming amount of 
thought and energy on war,” he 
said. 
“ . . . Man has always had a 
tendency to complicate his life with 
technical knowledge and material 
devices . . . . But survival has a

“Short-term survival may depend 
on the knowledge of nuclear phys­

“ While we concentrate our at­ 
tention on the tools of economics 
and war, we must not neglect the 
basic means of surviving, the basic 
reason for survival, man himself.”
